Plants grown In boxes and pots 
obtain their nourishment from rela­ 
tively small amounts of soil. Nat­ 
urally they soon exhaust the soil 
of plantfood and water. 
In order 
to take care of this need, soils used 
in pots and boxes should be in good 
physical condition and hold large 
quantities of water. 
A soil of good physical condition 
may be made by mixing three 
parts of loam, one part of decom­ 
posed organic matter such as peat 
moss, composted material, or leaf 
mold, and one part of sand or sifted 
coal ashes. 
If one prefers, good 
potting soil may usually be ob­ 
tained from a florist. 
Physical condition of the soil has 
little to do with plantfood content, 
except that a friable soil is neces­ 
sary for proper root growth, and 
such root growth makes possible 
the absorption of plantfood. But a 
friable soil may still be unfertile. 
To assure an adequate supply 
of food in the soil, a complete 
plantfood should be mixed with the 
soil before it is placed in the pot 
at the rate of one heaping table­ 
spoonful per gallon of soil. 
The following table will be help­ 
ful: 
A 4-inch pot requires % teaspoon 
A 6-inch pot requires 1 
teaspoon 
An 8-inch pot requires 1% teaspoons 
A 10-inch pot requires 2 
teaspoons 
Porch boxes require plant food 
as follows: 
12 x 24 inches 
require 2% tbsp. 
12 x 36 inches require 4 
tbsp. 
15 x 48 inches 
require 6 
tbsp. 
24 x 60 inches 
require 13 tbsp. 
Application should be made ap­ 
proximately every six weeks dur­ 
ing the growing season.

Timothy Flint, Early Missouri 
in M issouri becam e one of the m ost 
Preacher and Author 
popular of early 
New 
E ngland 


A congenial, educated 
Y ankee m issionaries in the State. 
He w as 
m inister w ho kept an account 
of Tim othy Flint, who w as born on 
h is travels and the people he m et July 11, 1780, one 
hundred 
and 


sixty years ago this w eek, and w ho 
cam e to M issouri in 1816. 
T his Y ankee p rea ch er found a 
w ay to appeal in his gospel 
m es­ 
sages to th e frontiersm en, and he 
m et the w estern dem and for bold 
extem poraneous 
public 
speaking 
by discarding his notes and w ell- 
developed serm ons. 


By profession F lin t w as a P re s- 
bysterian m inister. 
H e h ad stu d ­ 
ied a t P hillips academ y, A ndover, 
M assachusetts, a t H arv ard , w here 
he w as g rad u ated in 1800, an d had 
tau g h t school him self for a tim e. 
A fter he had studied theology he 
did his first m in isterial w ork at 
M arblehead, an old N ew E ngland 
village th a t W h ittier’s poem s have 
m ade fam ous. 


H e served for tw elve y ears as 
pastor in a su b u rb of 
F inchburg, 
M assachusetts, and fo r alm ost a n ­ 
other y ear w as stationed a t various 
m issions in N ew H am pshire. 
B ut 
the phase of his career for w hich 
he is m ost w idely know n began in 
1815, w hen he sta rted for th e w est­ 
ern country b earin g a com m ission 
of the M issionary Society of C on­ 
necticut. 
He spent a few m onths in Ohio 
and Indiana, and then set out for 
M issouri. 
He 
stopped 
a t 
Ste. 
G enevieve 
a n d 
H erculaneum , 
w here he found such 
hospitality 
th at it alm ost kept him from con­ 
tinuing on to St. Louis, his origin­ 
al destination. 
He finally reached 
that city on M ay 3, 1816. 
F lint did not confine his w ork 
to 
preaching 
and 
d istrib u tin g 
Bibles and religious tracts,

ever, for he opened an academ y in 
St. Louis. 
A bout four m onths la t­ 
er he m oved to 
St. C harles 
and 
opened an o th er school w hich his 
w ife helped him conduct. 
From St. C arles, 
F lin t 
m ade 
journeys ex ten d in g 100 m iles into 
the thinly settled p arts of th e te r­ 
ritory. 
U nlike m ost N ew E ngland 
preachers, he saw am iable an d v ir­ 
tuous chaarcteristics ben eath the 
crudities of the frontiersm en,

readily adm itted the presence

paratively few in num ber. 
F lin t’s first book. 
Recollections 
of the L ast Ten Y ears, is probably 
the m ost w orthy contribution to

m ade by a P ro testan t m issionary 
in M issouri d u rin g the first third 
of the 19th century. 
F lin t w as a 
close observer, and his book rec­ 
ords m uch of th e in terestin g life 
of the early m iddle west. 
He saw farm ers 
and 
drovers 
trailing large num bers of hogs and 
cattle to eastern raackc,ts, 
m er­ 
chants dispensing therriXKares from 
the decks of flatboats, and he d e­ 
scribed them in 
his 
book. 
He 
com m ented at length on the life of 
the riverm en. The backw oodsm an 
he considered a diam ond in 
the 
lough a m an grossly 
m isrepre­ 
sented in the East. 
As he was in St. C harles during 
tw o sessions of the G eneral A s­ 
sem bly in 1821 and 1822, he sat in 
on their deliberations.

noted and recorded the placard on

His stay here had not been 
an entirely happy one, for his fam ­ 
ily had suffered sickness and pov­ 
erty and Flint him self had lost all 
his m anuscripts and papers in a 
storm on the M ississippi river.

C incinnati, 
Ohio, in 1827, and

historical, geographical and liter­ 
ary interest. 
His M em oir of D an­ 
iel Boone, published in 1833, w ent 
through fourteen editions in th ir­ 
ty -five years. 
A lthough not m any of his books 
are now appearing for sale, those 
th a t are available sell for ten to 
th irty dollars a volum e. 
Am ong 
his contributions to M issouri lite r­ 
ature, besides the w ork on D aniel 
Boone, are Recollections 
of the 
L ast Ten Years, and The H istory 
and G eography of the M ississippi 
Valley. 
Tim othy Flint died at R eading, 
M assachusetts, his native village, 
on A ugust 16, 1840, and w as b u r­ 
ied in H arm ony G rove cem etery 
at Salem.

This season new manufacturing processes, new finishes make cottons 
more wearable, more serviceable than ever. We list here a few of these 
qualities to be found in summer cottons that will please both your aesthetic 
and practical sides. Some of these are new: others are old friends in an 
improved form and applied to an ever-growing number of constructions. 
Labels and tags help yon identify these; look for them; ask the sales­ 
girl for them. Bear in mind that there is no substitute for a good fabric 
underneath the finish, however desirable and useful the finish may promise 
to be. 
MERCERIZATION is a fabric treatm ent that has 
lost none of its importance through its years of use. It 
adds luster and strength to sateen, batiste, broadcloth, 
poplin, knit underwear, etc. Durene, a high-grade mer­ 
cerizing process, results in most durable garments. 
§1ÉÉÉ£ 
Extra wearing comfort is possible because Durene 
yarns will absorb and evaporate moisture readily, and 
«£*»?><&§ 
are very smooth. 
RESISTANCE TO CREASING, CRUSHING, 
AND WRINKLING is accomplished by a patented 
process owned by Tootal Broadhurst Lee Co., Ltd., 
Manchester, England. Goods so treated are identified 
by the trade names “Tebilized” (T.B.L. process) and 
‘‘Vitalized.” This process is applied to a large variety 
of well-constructed fabrics, including voiles, ging­ 
hams, suitings, and neckwear. These fabrics stay crisp 
and fresh, clean and launder well, and shrinkage is 
minimized. You can buy them by the yard, in which case the trade name 
and patent number are usually stamped on the selvage and also -f both 
ends of the piece of material. 
These treated fabrics cost slightly more. However, the fact that they 
resist and recover from creasing permits the wearer always to look well- 
turned-out. Garments made of such materials requite less laundering. 
RESISTANCE TO FADING from sunlight and from washing is 
helped this season by improvement in dyestuffs and more general use of 
better dyes. Remember that no dye is absolutely fast under all conditions; 
so you must not expect the impossible. However, manufacturers have 
made a great effort to give you colors that will 3tand up very well under 
normal circumstances. These colors cost slightly more, but are worth it 
Again, consult the label and the salesgirl for information on this point. 
A DURABLE, WATER-REPELLENT finish will give fabrics the 
ability to shed water and at the same time permit air to circular ’ 
a- 
ally, making them comfortable to wear. Zelan Durable Water L 
nt 
is put on gabardines, twills, drills, poplins, plain and slub broaacloth, 
organdie, sailcloth, and corduroy, as well as the closely woven broadcloth 
used in making lightweight raincoats. 
Zelan-treated fabrics do not absorb perspiration. They resist spot­ 
ting and staining by beverages, foods, and other non-oily materials. Sur­ 
face stains may be sponged off with a damp cloth. Gréasy spots may be 
removed with a spot remover without affecting the process. This finish 
tends to preserve a fresh, new appearance and greatly reduces grooming 
time and upkeep. Zelan-treated fabrics may be laundered or dry-cleaned 
repeatedly without removing the finish. 
SANFORIZED-SHRUNK is a scientific process for controlling 
shrinkage in both length and width. Only a very slight shrinkage (not 
over 1 percent) occurs in the first wash. Most Sanforized-shrunk goods 
are dyed with vat dyes, which speaks well for the performance of colors, 
not only during laundering, but also on exposure to light while wearing. 
Yard goods have “Sanfonzed-shrunk” printed on the selvage. Some of 
the fabric types treated with this scientific process are the following: 
denim, chambray, broadcloth, piqué, voile, percale, gingham. 
TUBFAST OR WASHABLE? To know this will save you infinite 
time and effort in laundering. A truly tubfast garment can be washed in 
the same tub with others, with no color bleeding from trimmings, thread, 
or fabric; and its own colors should emerge clear and fresh from the 
whole summer’s washings. 
A washable garment, on the other hand, will no doubt need special 
care—speed in handling, low temperatures, skillful attention. Wash it 
alone, as some color might bleed into other fabrics. 
To decide if a garment is tubfast or washable, you will need to rely 
on information from the salesgirl, the label, and your own experience. 
A DURABLE STARCHLESS FINISH is a great boon to cottons that 
must remain crisp. Cottons treated with a finish such as Bellmanized 
Durable Starchless need not be starched after laundering. The fabrics 
stay fresh and crisp, instead of becoming limp and lifeless and sticking 
to Hie skin in hot, humid weather. Buy organdies, lawns, voiles, dimities 
and muslins with this finish.

HOT DRY DAYS DEMAND 
SKILLED GARDEN CARE 


Hot w eather calls 
for 
special 
treatm ent in the garden. It is then 
that the skill 
of 
the 
gardener 
counts. 
So long as the rains are 
plentiful and nights cool, but not 
too cool, flowers and vegetables 
will go ahead with very little as­ 
sistance, but in hot w'eather trou­ 
bles multiply. 
Growth slows up and insect a t­ 
tacks grow worse. 
Even if rains 
continue hot weather 
is 
always 
dry, because the heat evaporates 
an enormous amount 
of 
water. 
Cultivation becomes vital, not only 
to cut down the wreeds which are 
competing with the crops for sub­ 
terranean w ater and food, but to 
create a dust mulch, which 
will 
prevent avaporation from the sur­ 
face of the soil and conserve it for 
the plants. 
It is now that the application of 
plant food becomes im portant for 
stim ulating the growih of plants 
W'hich otherwise would be inclined 
to sulk. 
Insect attacks should be 
dealt with upon their first appear­ 
ance, since the w'arm w eather not 
only increases the num ber of the 
insects but diminishes the resist­ 
ance of the plants. 
Where a garden can be irrigated 
the complaint is often heard that 
w ater does not seem to do much 
good, and the reason usually given 
is that the w ater is cold. 
But if 
the w ater is applied in a spray 
which is broken up into fine par­ 
ticles it is warmed by the air suf­ 
ficiently to overcome the 
objec­ 
tion. 
It is probable that the rea­ 
son for disappointm ent in irriga­ 
tion, as a rule, is not cold 
w ater 
but insufficient w'ater. 
The extent of evaporation dur­ 
ing hot weather calls for an extra­ 
ordinary am ount of w ater to bal­ 
ance the supply available for the 
plants. 
The amount possible to

is insufficient and is made 
less 
effective when 
sprayed 
through 
the air. 
It is advisable, then, that 
even with cold 
water, 
if 
the 
am ount that can be used is limited, 
it be allowed to run in shallow 
trenches or applied directly to the 
soil rather than sprayed. 
Instead of trying to w ater the 
entire garden on the same day, or 
evening, concentrate on one por­ 
tion, and give it a thorough soak­ 
ing, at least a foot down. Next 
day, try another part. Such soak­ 
ing should last a week, and the 
w ater will not be cold very long.

Kansas 
City, 
there are powerful influences in 
the state, and in all sections of 
the state, trying to “defeat ’ the j 
Governor “once and for all.” 
Among these influences are the 
broken Pendergast machine 
and 
its allies over the state, the court 
bouse “rings ’ of the several coun­ 
ties, and the minor “bosses" over 
th e state, who in years past were 
closely allied with the Pendergast 
crowd. 
Only a week ago, Senator Ben­ 
nett C. Clark, in answering the 
"“situation,” 
while 
not declaring 
bimself, left the impression, that 
Jhe “was for Truman.” 
The Senator has kept 
himself 
<mloof from the 
Stark-Pendergast 
fight, although Mr. Clark when a 
candidate the first time, did not 
consult the then powerful “Uncle 
Tom ’ and was somewhat at “outs”

Physical condition of the soil has 
little to do with plantfood content, 
except that a friable soil is neces­ 
sary for proper root growth, and 
such root growth makes possible 
the absorption of plantfood. But a 
friable soil m ay still be unfertile. 
To assure an adequate supply 
of food in the soil, a complete 
plantfood should be mixed with the 
soil before it is placed in the pot 
a t the rate of one heaping table­ 
spoonful per gallon of soil.

Isabels and tags help you identify these; look for them; ask the sales­ 
girl for them. Bear in mind that there is no substitute for a good fabric 
underneath the finish, however desirable and useful the finish may promise 
to be. 
M ER C K R IZ A T IO N is a fabric treatment that has 
lost none <*f its importance through its years of u.»=e. It 
adds luster and strength to sateen, batiste, broadcloth, 
poplin, knit underwear, etc. Durene, a high-grade mer­ 
cerizing process, results ir. most durable garments. 
Extra wearing comfort is possible because Durene 
yams will absorb and evaporate moisture readily, and 
are very smooth. 
R E S IS T A N C E TO C R EA SIN G , C RU SH IN G . 
AND W R IN K L IN G is accomplished by a patented 
process owned by Tootal Broadhurst Lee Co., Ltd., 
Manchester, E?,gland. Goods so treated are identified 
bv the trade names “ Tebilized" (T.B.L. process) and 
•‘Vitalized.” This process is applied to a large variety 
of well-constructed fabrics, including voiles, ging­ 
hams, suitings, and neckwear. These fabrics stay crisp 
and tresh, clean and launder well, and shrinkage is 
minimizeu.

These treated fabric« cost slightly more. However, the fuct ti.ut they 
resist and recover from creasing permits the wearer always to look well- 
turned-out. Garments made of such materials require less laundering. 
R E S IS T A N C E TO FA D IN G from sunlight and from washing is 
helped this season by improvement in dyestuffs and more general use of 
better dyes. Remember that no dye is absolutely fast under all conditions; 
so you must not expect the impossible. However, manufacturers have 
made a great effort to give you colors that will stand up very well under 
normal circumstances. These colors cost slightly more, but are worth it 
Agam. consult the label and the salesgirl for information on this point. 
A D U R A B L E , W A T E R - R E P E L L E N T finish will give fabrics the 
ability to shed water and at the same time permit air to circuisti 
• i- 
ally, making them comfortable to wear. Zelan Durable Water 1. 
. nt 
is put on gabardines, twills, drills, poplins, plain and slub brouudath, 
organdie, sailcloth, and corduroy, as well as the closely woven broadcloth 
used in making lightweight raincoats. 
Zelan-treated fabrics do not absorb perspiration. They resist spot­ 
ting and staining by beverages, foods, and other non-oily materials. Sur­ 
face stains may be sponged off with a damp cloth. Greasy spots may be 
removed with a spot remover without affecting the process. This finish 
tends to preserve a fresh, new appearance and greatly reduces grooming 
time and upkeep. Zelan-treated fabrics may be laundered or dry-cleaned 
repeatedly without removing the finish.

dry, because the heat evaporates

Cultivation becomes vital, not only 
to cut down the weeds which are

face of the soil and conserve it for 
the plants. 
It is now that the application of 
plant food becomes important for 
stimulating the grow'th of plants 
which otherwise would be inclined 
to sulk. 
Insect attacks should be 
dealt with upon their first appear­ 
ance, since the warm weather not 
only increases the number of the 
insects but diminishes the resist­ 
ance of the plants. 
Where a garden can be irrigated 
the complaint is often heard that 
water does not seem to do much 
good, and the reason usually given 
is that the water is cold. 
But if 
the water is applied in a spray 
which is broken up into fine par­ 
ticles it is warmed by the air suf­ 
ficiently to overcome the 
objec­

Sum mer Trivialities 


There are lots of beguiling summer trivialities th a t cost little or 
nothing and add to sum m er’s gay informal life. For the porch, for 
instance, the iron plant stands take all sorts of form s. A few are: the 
usual flower box on a stand, graceful spirals to hold three pots such as 
th a t illustrated, wall brackets for single, double or triple potted plants 
as well as low metal flower holders for the table. Bring some favorite 
plant from the garden to the porch which flta in with 
H I your color srheme and make a feature of it. Geranium s, 
white or pink, usually do well, and can he inexpensively 
replaced. Petunias, Rosy mom, are another steady 
bloomer in pink. Calendula are a bright yellow with 
which I have had success, providing they can he put 
in a sunny place. Brackets against the house, as they 
are in the shade are best filled with potted ivy or 
other greenery. For the table, the low stands which 
show a combination of flower holder and candles 
sometimes fitted with hurricane globes (to defeat the 
breeze), are a very decorative sum m er accessory. 
Metal magazine racks are a dow nright com fort, 
besides giving a room-like, “lived-in” air to a porch 
or open terrace. Magazines and especially new spapers 
are kept in place instead of blowing about and scatter­ 
ing on a windy day. 
Still other decorative items are the colorful jars, large and small, 
to be placed at the top of the steps, perhaps to hold hydrangea, ivy trained 
over a wire fram e, or w hatever large 
plant or small bush grows well in 
your part of the country. Of course 
the jars m ust he a p art of the color 
scheme. B right yellow or orange 
with green is most effective when 
the cushions are yellow. Sm aller jars 
in the same color scheme or, revers­ 
ing it, green with yellow, can be 
massed in groups against the house 
or in some com er where they act as 
ornam entation. 
For the uncovered terrace the 
metal table with a gay parasol 
through its center with easily-moved 
chairs around it, fairly invites lem ­ 
onade, “coke”, a tea party, or a 
pleasant place to g et those old let­ 
ters w ritten, which you can’t bear to 
stay indoors to do. There was a tim e 
when these parasols were expensive, 
but there are many m oderate priced 
sorts today. 
If you live in the country a 
m arker with your nam e is one of the 
attractive things to have. There are 
all sorts. The sim plest is a strip of 
hoard nailed to a low stake one or 
two feet high, painted white with 
your name painted in the color of 
the shutters of your house, placed 
wherever the entrance to your house 
may be. A nother type has a m etal 
-take stuck in the ground with the 
-ign swinging from it. Still others 
are in all sorts of decorative m etal 
motives. One is a bird—blue jay 
holding upon his head the distinct 
name-—John Jones. They come in 
colors which may be had to fit your 
•olor scheme. 
And speaking of m arkers, don’t 
overlook those for gardens, and pos­ 
sible w eather vanes for which per­ 
haps the garage will hold a spot to 
tell you which way the v ;
